A Horse-Race Starter. 

An electric starter for horse 
races, invented und recently tried 
in Chicago, is thus described: The 

scheme is to stretch across tho 
track a rubber tube, such as is easily 
visible to ull tho jockeys. Tlie tube 
will be operated by the starter, who 
will be seuted on a moveable ma- 
chine on the inside of the track, ten 
feet from tlie rail. This machine, 
which is run by electricity and is 
capable of a mile-a-minute gait, will 
run on a five-foot trac k, und tlie 
scheme is for it to glide along with 
the horses when they sturt nnd fol- 
low them after they art* nwuv the 
entire circuit. An official can ride 
on it, noting the work of the jock- 
eys, and thus doing away with the 
patrol judges. When the starter 
sees that the horses are in good jh>- 
sition for a start lie presses a but- 
ton. and the rubber tube which had 
been stretched across tlie track is 
instantly withdrawn, which is the 
signal that it is a start. This tube 
requires another machine of smaller 
dimensions on the outside rail. The 
entire apparatus, it is claimed, is 
not nearly so intricate as one would 
suppose, uud tlie entire outfit — not 
embracing, of course, the construc- 
tion of tracks — can be built for two 
hundred and fifty dollars. Tlie 
quest ion of starting lias long been 
one of the most difficult tliut rueing 
clubs have had to deal with. — Bos- 
ton Herald.

Grows Her Salad at Tabic. 

Annio Tlmnias, the novelist, grows 
her small salads on Iut dining table, 
although she lives in tlie country. 
The experiment for city people 
would be doubly interesting. Any 
dishes or plates will answer tlie pur- 
pose, hut old quuiiit-shu|>ed delft or 
china will muke them doubly orun- 
mentul. The mode of growing them 
is very simple. Cut a pieec of white 
flivnnel to fit the bottom of tip* dish; 
wet it well und sow on it tliiekly wa- 
ter cress, mustard or curled cress 
seed. The former takes rather 
longer to germinate; the two latter 
nre fit to cut in a week. This very 
pretty and convenient way of grow- 
ing these small plants is also a very 
clean way, entirely disposing of tlie 
grittlnessof the earth-grown plants. 
With u little manugeineut tlie supply 
can be kept up all the year. It is 
essential that you should water very 
freely.— X. Y. Recorder.
